There are a great Variety of fuggefteg 
Stories fpread. abont, even to thefe Ner 
thern Parts, of the mighty Fra@ions, Strifes, 
and Contentions, which fhall happen aa 
England evea in this approaching Partia- 
ment: How the Nation fhafl fall all ine 
Parties and Fa@tions, Strifes and Coatena 
tions, oné accufing another, bandying and 
liding, ftcuggling and ftriving, to pull dowm 
and fet up, fupplant and expofe one ano- 
ther. 

Whether there be any thing in thefe Re- 
ports, or no,is not at all co my Purpofe? Bur 
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Thave made a few Obfervations upon thefe 
things, which perbaps may befor your Edi- 
fication, and upon that Score i thiak my 
felf oblig’d to communicate them.

asfuch things having been long (truggled, 
which good Men began to hope, Peace and 
Union had gotten the Vidtory over thisevil 
Spirit, and that by Prayer and Faftiog, I 
mean, the long Earneftnefs and Exercile of 
the Nation, this Devil had been caft out. 

2. Inthe next Place, thefe Reports are 
exceeding, pleafant and grateful to eur Ene- 
mies, to the Diftorbers of the Nation’s 
Peace, who in this Cafe fhow their Joy at 
our Follies, and irfult us with the Confe- 
quences—Induftriowfly they hand about the 
Reposts of chéfe things, ard fufficiently add 
to the Circumftances..
